1. WHEN BELGIAN AMBASSADOR VAN BELLINGHEN CALLED ON ME JANU- 
ARY 29 FOR GENERAL BRIEFING.HE SUGGESTED THAT MACHINERY BE 
ESTABLISHED FOR BRIEFING EUROPEANS IN GENEVA, NOTABLY ONCE 
CONFERENCE BECOMES ACTIVE. EITHER EC-9 OR NATO GROUPINGS COULD 
BE USED, OR ALTERNATIVELY THE CURRENT EC-9 CHAIRMAN COULD BE
